Children waited in line 
patiently to tell Santa all their wishes, as parents chattered 
among themselves and enjoyed music from the Occasion 
Singers, who regaled the crowd with old-fashioned 
renditions of Christmas carols in four-part harmony. 

View Book Highlights Ashley Mural

Many Mattapoisett residents passed by the house 
at 20 Water Street when it was recently renovated. To the 
passerby, it was just another village home undergoing a 
facelift, but the renovation unearthed one of the greatest 
treasures Mattapoisett has ever received - the Clifford 
Ashley Whaling Coast mural. Mattapoisett Historical 
Society President Seth Mendell was lucky enough to 
bring that artifact home to 5 Church Street, the Museum, 
for viewing, and he has released a view book for all local 
mural enthusiasts. 

The mural was painted by nautical artist Clifford 
Ashley in 1919, and was the result of a commission by 
Gilbert Hinsdale, a harpoon collector and close friend 
of Clifford Ashley. The 16 by 6-foot mural, depicting a 
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See Jack for Christmas 
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detailed view of the New England "Whale Coast'' as 
it appeared in 1810, was placed on the ceiling of the 
sunroom and became a part of Mr. Hinsdale's Water 
Street home, staying in its spot as subsequent generations 
moved in, and even after the Hurricane of 1938, 
Hurricane Carol, and Hurricane Bob made their presences 
known. 

Mr. Hinsdale's grandniece, Polly Field Duff 
Phipps, eventually came to own the home and when 
the time came to sell, she wanted to make sure that the 
chart would be properly maintained. She called her 
cousin, Seth Mendell, to take a look at the mural for 
consideration. 

From the moment Mr Mendell looked at the 
mural, he knew that the Museum had to have it, and for 
the next couple years, he looked for someone to restore 
it and bring it back to Mattapoisett, where it could be on 
display in a permanent spot. Along with his friends Nate 
Bekemeier and Ben Rogers, Mr. Mendell removed the 
mural and commissioned Boston-based restoration expert 
Gianfranco Pocobene to breathe life back into the mural, 
which had been exposed to 90 years of moisture and salt 
air in the unheated sunroom. 

The cleaning revealed "unbelievable" vignettes 
and details that could only be appreciated close-up. As a 
result, "it became apparent that a view book was essential 
if the whole story of the Ashley chart was to be told," 
Mr. Mendell said in the preface to the Ashley Mural view 
book, A Chart of the Whale Coast of New England c. 1810. 

Mr. Mendell' s view book includes 49 close-up 
photographs with captions revealing historical context 
of the illustrations. Within the details are tidbits that 
show the climate of the whaling industry in 1810, such 
as the location of the Montauk Point Light, and how 
the Wampanoag tribe influenced the coast. On page 30, 
Mr. Mendell points out that the map shows a "site for a 
proposed canal" on Cape Cod in 1810. 

While it's exciting to think of this treasure calling 
Mattapoisett home, the view book is a great addition to 
any SouthCoast history buff's collection. Mr Mendell 
hopes that residents will consider the view book for 
holiday shopping, and the proceeds from the book sales 
will benefit the Historical Society. For more information.

"It was 90 percent full. We were very pleased/' 
said Deborah Osuch, the society's Director -who has been 
involved with the group for seven years. 

"I think it was a nice combination of serious 
chorus music, followed by contemporary music 
recognizable to the audience/' said Ms. Osuch of the 
holiday performance. Songs included old tunes of 
different eras - including ninth century plainsong "Veni, 
Veni Emmanuel", fourth century Syrian song "Virgin 
Great and Glorious" and 13th century plainsong "Of the 
Father's Love Begotten" - as well as favorites "Angels 
We Have Heard on High" and "Hark, the Herald Angels 
Sing." 

According to Ms. Osuch, the singers have been 
rehearsing since September, or for about 12 weeks. 

"I've heard nothing but good comments, people 
really liked the children's chorus," said Ms. Osuch. Also, 
"'Go Tell It On The Mountain' was a big hit." 

Ms. Osuch said proceeds from ticket sales help 
pay for costs associated with keeping the chorus going 
alive - such as musician fees, instruments, etc. - but 
also that the choral group sets some money aside for 
scholarships. 

"We try to give scholarships to high school 
students intending to study music, whether performance, 
composition or music education." She said they have 
received few applications from prospective high schoolers 
from the Tri-Town and Fairhaven - so are opening up 
the pool of applicants to Dartmouth, New Bedford and 
Wareham. 

In addition, the choral society supports the 
SouthCoast Children's Chorus, which was formed a 
couple of years ago thanks to the group. However, she 
said the group has been so successful that it is nearly self 
sufficient without the society's assistance.

Criminal complaints were issued in Wareham 
District Thursday charging Jeffrey Mello, 22, no known 
address and Donna Laliberte, 51, of Hartley Road 
Rochester each with three counts of false report of a crime, 
conspiracy, and obstruction for misleading investigators 
with false statements. 

The charges come after Mello was arrested 
in Mattapoisett on an unrelated warrant and while in 
custody admitted to Rochester investigators that he made 
the story up at the request of Laliberte, who is the home 
owner.

presented a detailed estimate of how a ''split'' tax rate 
w^ould have played out, if adopted. The burden, on a 
random sample of three tow^n businesses, showed a major 
difference in tax revenue, with a local boat yard, a food 
store and a manufacturer carrying a substantial burden if 
a split tax rate between commercial and residential were 
adopted. 

"We all know that if that happened, the consumer 
would pay the difference, in passing along those costs," 
said Selectman Steven Gushing. 

Ray Pickles, speaking for the Board of Assessors, 
said that the board had done extensive research on the 
impact of a split rate and agreed that a town of Marions' 
size didn't warrant it. 

"The residential sector uses most of the town's 
services... the schools, roads, library, fire and police... 
that's where the tax dollars go," said Selectman Jonathan 
Henry, agreeing to a single tax rate. 

In 2012, Marion will have an approximate tax rate 
of $9.62 per $1000 of property value representing a slight 
increase from the $9.40 rate of 2011. 

According to Pat DeCosta, Town Assessor, the 
average increase per taxpayer would be in the area of 
$100, which is based on the medium home value of $ 
450,000. 

In the discussion, Ms. DeCosta said that, 
in general, waterfront property in Marion sold 
approximately three percent above assessed value while

''As a whole, town properties sold are down 
about one percent, which isn't significant (to the tax 
base)," said Ms. DeCosta. 

The Board also discussed correspondence from 
Thomas Stemberg regarding an Appeal of Base Flood

Road and Surrounding Area. The board reviewed the 
correspondence and said that they were given the 
information so that the town was aware of the appeal, 
which would play out in state court.

that the committee does not know what funds are 
available until October, when the state budget determines 
what is available. 

"It seems the most prudent thing to do is to seek 
applications in the fall when we know what the money 
is/' she said. ''Funds have been declining the past few 
years."

Town Meeting, even if the CPC articles are the only ones 
on the warrant. 

"I like fall town meetings. It is an opportunity 
to do some house cleaning, and take up a few issues 
that need to be addressed," added Selectman Roger 
Blanchette.

In other business, Marion Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson discussed the latest news of the forthcoming 
Town House Advisory Committee - which will determine 
next steps in the Town House's renovation and future 
viability. 

He said an outpouring of applications have 
arrived from residents seeking to join the committee. A 
total of eight applications have been received so far, with 
an additional one on its way, Mr. Dawson said. 

'Tar and away there is a lot of interest. It 
shouldn't be surprising given the level of discussion at 
[the fall] town meeting," he said. 

At the meeting, the board determined that the 
advisory board would be composed of one member from 
each of the following committees: Finance, Planning 
Board and Capital Board. In addition, four citizens at 
large will serve on the committee, with Mr. Dawson 
participating as an ex-officio. 

In addition to looking at the future of the Town 
House - another question remains as to the fate of the 
town-owned tennis courts north of the building. 

"They are not usable as tennis courts. The grass 
is growing through all cracks," Selectman Stephen 
Cushing said. Options include removing it completely 
and replacing with grass, utilizing a portion of it 
for additional parking or "something else yet to be 
determined," Mr. Cushing said. 

Mr. Dawson noted that the library also has 
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an interest in that section of property, and said that 
he expects the Town House Advisory Committee will 
coordinate a discussion on its future form. He said a 
discussion on the courts also will take place at the next 
Selectmen's meeting on December 20. 

"We are essentially putting it up for grabs/' said 
Select Chairman Jon Henry. 

In other business, the board approved the 
donation of a 1.8 property at 13 Atlantis Drive in Marion 
- which includes a large building that may serve as a 
storing area for the Harbormaster or a Department of 
Public Works maintenance facility. 

Mr. Dawson said environmental reviews were 
conducted, and after a $3,000 to $5,000 asbestos clean up

of a small crawl space in the basement, the building will 
be ready to use. 

''There are no hitches, and the town meeting has 
approved it,'' he said. 

A study will be conducted looking at potential 
long-term uses of the building as well, Mr. Dawson 
added. 

Also at the meeting: 

• The board approved annual renewal licenses 
for an unspecified number of businesses. 

• Mr. Dawson encouraged interested residents 
to apply as an alternate member of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Bob's Tire Class III Application Tabled 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

After a long and contentious hearing at their 
December 5 meeting, the Board of Selectmen tabled Bob's 
Tire's Class III license hearing for 45 days so the company 
can resolve a number of longstanding issues. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey had required Bob's 
Tire - which operates on the same property as Murphy's 
Auto Salvage on 35 County Road - to apply for the 
license because dealing tires classifies as trading in auto 
salvage parts. 

In the hearing, Robert Perry described his 
company as a "nice operation" that is an "asset to the 
town" - but many neighbors asserted that their two 
commercial neighbors are in noncompliance. 

In particular, neighbors cited Murphy's Auto 
Salvage's failure to follow through with conditions of a 
1985 Special Permit by the ZBA - namely that it clears 
out its other property, 19 County Road, and return it to a 
residential zoning condition.

Atty. Bailey, among others, had photos showing 
the debris that remains on the site - such as trailers, old 
boats and even a turret of a home. Michael Murphy said 
that the site was used to house tires and other debris 
while he cleaned out 35 County Rd. as required by 
the Special Permit. His son, Adam Murphy, said at the 
hearing that they cleaned out piles of 40,000 to 50,000 
tires, and put some of them in trailers that now are at 19 
County Road. 

Mr. Perry and Mr. Murphy both insisted they are 
working to completely clean up 19 County Rd., but the 
slumping economy has slowed the process. 

''The [1985] decision was to use [19 County Rd.] 
for residential use only. It is not even close,'' said Atty.

I got a new puppy and he is biting me like mad. I say 
''no hite" hut it isn't working. Any suggestions? 
Congratulations on your new puppy. Once you 
get him to 5 months of age the annoyingly sharp 
baby teeth fall out so the problem disappears. In 
the meantime, puppies play using their mouths so 
the bites you are getting are not malicious in in- 
tent. Two main suggestions: play dates with other 
dogs to wear your puppy out. They have energy 
that they need to disperse and playing with an- 
other playful dog every other day or so is the 
easiest way to accomplish this. Part 2 is that your 
puppy probably doesn't care what it is chewing 
on so substitute a toy for your hand. Rawhides, 
beef bones, ropes, tough soft puppy toys all may 
work well. Throw a ball for the puppy to fetch. 
He wants to play and you just need to divert his 
attention to something other than your hand.

Bailey, who also questioned whether the business is 
restricting its operation to 5.1 acres of the 7-acre site, as 
required by the permit. 

Some neighbors also complained about the truck 
traffic and lighting. 

''Bob's Tire is not a good neighbor. If you want, 
come over and have a cup of coffee on my porch at 
6:00 am. [The trucks] actually shake my house.... It is 
impacting my value," said one West Wareham resident. 

"There are two huge lights. . . my whole house is 
lit up like a Christmas Tree at night," said West Wareham 
resident David Lareau, who also contended that the 
company is not maintaining a 50-foot perimeter as 
required in the 1985 Special Permit. 

"County Road is a truck route, but it seems 
the only trucks that cause damage are from Bob's or 
Murphy's," responded Michael Murphy, arguing that 
the companies receive unfair complaints when many 18 
wheelers use County Rd. that have no relation with their 
businesses. 

Other complaints were about frequent flooding of 
County Road due to the pitch of 35 County Road property 
- but Selectman Richard Nunes told the applicants to 
approach Wareham' s Highway Department on the matter, 
as that road is under Wareham' s jurisdiction. 

The Selectmen agreed that before issuing a Class 
III license, the 19 County Rd. site needs to be cleaned out 
as required by the 26-year old ZBA permit. 

Also, the Selectmen voted to request help from 
the state's Executive Office of Community Development 
to determine if Bob's Tire needs its own Special Permit. 
Mr. Perry said he is operating under the belief that 
because Bob's Tire shares property with Murphy's Auto 
Salvage, it is under Murphy's Special Permit. Atty. Bailey 
disagreed. 

In other business at the meeting, the Selectmen 
also took time to formally acknowledge Benjamin 
Ferreira, a 16-year old Life Scout of Rochester Troop 
31, who was awarded the Boy Scout Heroism Award 
for extinguishing a flame at a gas pumping station for 
snowmobiles.

bravery, the flames would have spread to the gasoline 
can that was sitting on the back of the snowmobile. If 
the flames spread to the gas can it surely would have 
exploded.

residents: one at Old Haskell Farm at Walnut Plain Road 
and another off Hartley Road near Snow's Pond. 

The third CR pertained to a 28-acre property 
off Wolf Island Road, of which 18 acres resides in 
Mattapoisett and the other 10.7 acres is within Rochester's 
boundaries.

Planning Board Supports Habitat Effort 

Marion Planning Board-

In true community fashion, the Marion Planning 
Board and the local Buzzard's Bay Area Habitat for 
Humanity (BBAHH) worked together to try to make a 
project happen at the meeting on Monday at the Town 
House. 

At a prior November meeting, which addressed 
the original proposal, several board members, including 
a vocal Steve Gonsalves, said that the lot lacked room for 
children to play or a family to have a garden. "The lot is 
too small for a family," said Mr. Gonsalves. 

Several board members agreed to work with the 
Habitat (BBAHH) representatives to try to negotiate new 
larger lot lines for the project. The property is located at 
185 Wareham Street in Marion. Abutters on all sides are 
the Town of Marion, Open Space Acquisition Committee 
(OSAC) and Marion Housing Authority Trust (MHAT). 

Board member Sherman Briggs stepped up to the 
plate and negotiated with the various interests abutting 
the proposed house lot, proposing a new lot consisting of 
15,000 square feet. The original house plans remain the 
same, with the surrounding area being in question. 

"We want this to happen," said Mr. Briggs, who 
worked on the effort to increase the lot size and make 
it appropriate for family living. The changes proposed 
by the Marion Planning Board have to go through the 
comprehensive permitting process, as required by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals.

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Committee and the Marion Affordable Housing Trust, 
and we'll see what happens/' said board member 
Sherman Briggs. 

The land, with an existing building to 
be demolished, was purchased with Community 
Preservation Committee funds at Town Meeting in May, 
2009. A portion of the four-acre parcel was transferred to 
the OS AC and the remainder to the MAHT. Much of the 
parcel is wetlands, with the proposed home in an upland 
area on the parcel. 

The building of the home would take place in 
spring of 2012. The board requested the revised design 
plans, showing the new setbacks, house plans, shed 
proposal and other details. 

Next up was a discussion of a possible purchase 
of the land and building formerly known as The Frigate, 
806 Mill Street, care of Arne Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson spoke to the board and said that he 
was interested in purchasing the property, but wanted 
to learn more about the process involved in using the 
property as a Retail Use /Market Locally Grown Foods. 

"\ plan, if I go forward, to use the property as a 
produce market featuring New England food products 
such as honey, fresh fruit, vegetables, salad dressings, 
croutons, cheeses, maple syrup and milk and cream sold 
in glass bottles,'' said Mr. Johnson. 

"\ grew up on a farm... growing and selling 
produce," said Mr. Johnson, who arrived late to the 
meeting because he had just returned from playing Santa 
at the Rochester Tree Lighting ceremony. 

"Our plan is to tear down the existing building 
and build new... we'd only have a crawlspace... as 
opposed to the foundation there now," said Mr. Johnson. 

"I won't go forward unless I can determine the 
various aspects of purchasing the parcel, including the 
zoning requirements and associated details (setbacks, 
parking, storage and septic)," said Mr. Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson said that he was born and raised 
growing and selling farm products and wants to open a 
retail store, to be built on the Frigate property, if approved 
and financially viable after determining local codes and 
requirements.

The board discussed the situation and board 
member Tom Magauran summarized the applicant's 
proposal, which boiled down to a Zoning Board of 
Appeals decision as to whether the property could move 
from one non-conforming use (a restaurant), to another 
non-conforming use (retail store), in an area zoned 
residential. 

The existing non-conforming use, being the 
Frigate Restaurant, had been ''in use" for over 29 
years, which the board acknowledged would make the 
applicant's proposal more appealing to the ZBA.

RMS Budget Discussions Continue 

Rochester School Committee 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 
The Rochester Memorial School budget 
subcommittee is meeting regularly to figure out how to 
handle unanticipated expenses and state reimbursement 
cuts that are putting a strain on the school budget. At 
the RMS School Committee's December 1 meeting, the 
committee said that the budget - which currently is 
frozen except for emergency expenses - has been hit with 
unforeseen utility and special education costs and less 
state aid. 

''We know we have challenges with this budget. 
We are strategizing and working together. Stay tuned 
- more discussions are to come," said Committee 
Chairperson Tina Rood, who serves on the subcommittee. 

Even with the receipt of the rural education grant, 
school officials are "being cautious in the steps we are 
taking" in handling the budget. Superintendent Doug 
White said. 

District Business Administrator Katie Isernio 
said, for instance, that the school is working with District 
Facilities Manager Steve Murphy on modifying schedules 
for boilers, the HVAC system, etc. to ensure they are only 
used when needed. "It is an A-number one priority," Ms. 
Isernio said. 

In the meantime, the subcommittee is soon 
expected to present formal recommendations on how to 
handle shortfalls in the budget to the full committee. 

In other business, the school committee presented 
a recognition award to Rochester Facilities Manager Mike 
Meunier for his contribution to the recently completed 
RMS expansion and renovation project. Chairperson 
Tina Rood recalled his contribution on the project since 
day one, and that his efforts serve as a strong example to 
students. 

"[Mr. Meunier] is always looking to improve and 
increase expertise and that is an important lesson for our 
kids," she said, adding that his research contributed to the 
use of certain pre-cast material - which has never been

year. District- wide in October the profit ran at $18,589 
compared to $2,997 last year. 

Ms. Meagher said she intends to augment these 
gains by getting more feedback from students on what 
they like or dislike about food and /or service. She hopes 
to increase RMS food service participation to 47 percent 
this year - currently it is 40 percent. 

''The lines are going a lot faster now. Kids are 
excited to learn numbers and put them in,'' she added on 
NutriKids, RMS's new point-of-sale system that allows 
parents to pre-purchase lunch for their kids. 

The committee acknowledged the change in 
direction of the food service, which until recently has 
been running in the red. Ms. Meagher assumed her post 
in September. 

"It's amazing and wonderful. Thanks for your 
hard work," said Ms. Rood. 

School Principal Jay Ryan also spent some time 
discussing the challenges of running RMS, 550 students 
strong, without an Assistant Principal. The school cut the 
assistant principal position from its budget two years ago. 

He said his attendance at district- wide meetings, 
teacher observations, and student disciplinary practices 
have suffered by the lack of an assistant. 

He said two school adjustment counselors are 
handling disciplinary occurrences, but no Assistant 
Principal is on hand to administer "more cut and dry 
disciplinary action."

of help from teachers and administrators who have taken 
on additional responsibilities to help with the workload. 

''The biggest area is not giving as much academic 
guidance and leadership as I want to/' he said.

CVS/ Caremark has 7,200 stores and $96 billion 
in revenues. The idea that it will make a significant 
effort to produce a store reflecting the unique character 
of Mattapoisett is questionable. More likely, the chain's 
designers will ''interpret'' the architectural vernacular 
resulting in a big box store with a pseudo-colonial facade. 
This is the usual course of action. 

The elimination of affordable housing on the 
corner of North Street and County Road must also be 
considered. The removal of such housing would reduce 
the diversity of housing available in the Town, which 
impacts negatively on the community. And as the 
Planning Board recently noted, traffic on what is already a 
busy corner and a residential abutting area is a concern.

Center School Clock 

Removed for Restoration 

By Anne Kakley 

The 1898 Seth Thomas clock 
at the Center School is one step 
closer to ringing in Mattapoisett 
village again. 

The clock mechanism was 
removed from the clock tower 
on Thursday, December 1, by 
clock specialist Balzer Family 
Clockworks, of Freeport, ME. 
Balzer removed the clock face 
hands and the weight-driven

pendulum section from the clock tower, with the intention 
of stripping the lead paint and restoring the parts to new 
working order. 

The clock will be restored at their workshop and 
reinstalled at Center School in spring. The weight 
pendulum section will be installed in the third floor music 
room and be placed behind plexi-glass for public viewing, 
said project coordinator Ray Andrews. It will be the 
first time in 113 years that the public can view the clock 
mechanism. When the clock is done, it will be "better than 
new", he said. 

Mr. Andrews first became interested in restoring the 
clock when he was the building committee chairman for 
the Old Hammondtown and Center School restoration 
project. As early as 2004, he started contacting Balzer 
about the feasibility of restoring the classic Seth Thomas 
clock to working order. 

The weight-driven pendulum operated the clock 
and chimed at all hours in the village until the mid- 
1990s when the gears got gummed up as a result of 
misguided maintenance. An attempt by the Police 
Officers Association in the 1990s to fix the clock proved to 
be a temporary solution. After the clock was permanently 
silenced, some suggested doing a quick fix with a 
satellite-controlled electronic system. 

Mr. Andrews stayed the course and advocated to 
restore the pendulum striker to its original glory. The 
process, however, would be considerably more expensive. 
An estimate to electrify the clock was between $11,000 
to 14,000, whereas the full clock restoration could cost as 
much as $70,000, with Balzer receiving about $48,000 for 
their part. Mr. Andrews decided to go to Center School 
graduates and the Community Preservation Committee to 
piecemeal that total. 

To date, Mr. Andrews has received approximately 
$19,413 in a drive to collect one dollar from each Center 
School alumnus. Of the 5,000 students who have passed 
through the school, about 566 have contributed, including 
the entire classes of 1935-1938, 1942-1945, and 1953. Some 
contributors stepped forward to donate on behalf of their 
whole class, said Mr. Andrews. 

The total was enough to start the ball rolling, and 



Balzer removed the clock to begin work. Mr. Andrews 
hopes that an upcoming meeting with the Community 
Preservation Committee will give him a better idea of 
how much of the Community Preservation Act (CPA) 
funds the town is willing to share for the restoration. 

The Mattapoisett School Committee voted that the 
new clock would have to be automated, but Mr. Andrews 
volunteered to be the "clock keeper" for as long as he can. 
"Everything comes out piece by piece," said Linda 
Balzer, of Balzer Family Clockworks. "These clocks are 
always restorable. The school can use this as a teaching 
tool. You've got mathematics, physics. . . the kids just love 
it. Kids today are so into electronics that they never get to 
see mechanics anymore. It's a wonderful teaching tool." 

Two generations of Balzers - parents Rick and Linda 
and son Chris - worked on Thursday afternoon, joking 
and laughing in the dusty clock tower while removing the 
old scrolled hands off the clock face. 

"These hands aren't typical of Seth Thomas," said 
Ms. Balzer, saying that the hand pattern was reminiscent 
of a fleur-de-lis motif. 

Seth Thomas, born in Wolcott, CT, produced several 
quality timepieces throughout New England in the 19th 
century. According to the Balzers, Seth Thomas' clock 
company was bought out by Andrew Steven Hotchkiss 
in 1867, who continued the Seth Thomas name until his 
death in 1901. The Center School clock bears the name 
"A.S. Hotchkiss" on the brass plaque. The 38-inch bronze 
bell on the clock was manufactured by Meneely Co. out 
of Troy, NY, another noteworthy manufacturer of the late 
19th century. 

The clock was just one of many magnificent touches 
added to the Center School, which was a gift to the 
town of Mattapoisett from Standard Oil tycoon Henry 
Huttleston Rogers, who attended grammar school while 
living with his grandparents in Mattaposiett. 

According to Ms. Balzer, a weight-driven pendulum 
clock, properly maintained, can last for centuries. A 
similar clock in Salisbury, England, was produced in the 
1300s and is still in operation, she said. 

Balzer has restored over 30 similar weight-driven 
pendulum clocks in New England, including Seth 
Thomas clocks located at the Department of Police 
Service in North Attleboro, MA, and the Free Will Baptist 
Church in North Sutton, NH. A full list of restored clocks 
- including before and after photos - can be viewed on 
their website at www.BalzerClockworks.com. 

Once the clock is restored, it will once again chime in 
the village, though Mr. Andrews noted that they will keep 
it silent in the evening to avoid upsetting neighbors who 
perhaps aren't accustomed to hearing chimes at all hours 
of the night. 

"But I'd love to hear it again, 24/7," said Mr. 
Andrews. "It never bothered me."

Mind Games

A Dangerous Method, Starring Michael Fassbender and 
Keira Knightley. Directed by David Cronenberg. Run- 
ning time: 90 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

How would a psychoanalyst analyze A Danger- 
ous Method, the story of Sigmund Freud, Carl Jung, and 
the wild woman who came between them? The woman 
in question is Sabina Spielrein (Keira Knightley), referred 
to Jung as a "hysterical'' patient before getting better and 
becoming a therapist herself. In the movie, Sabina comes 
to terms (amusingly quickly) with the knowledge that 
being spanked, as her father used to do, turns her on. For 
Freud, everything is about sex; Jung is starting to think 
beyond the physical into the metaphysical, but his interest 
in Sabina gradually becomes more Freudian than Jungian. 
Sabina is, if you will, the daughter of both men, drawing 
inspiration from both — and, some say, inspiring both as 
well. 

Splits/ doubles/ twinning are all over the place 
in A Dangerous Method, which makes this a pure David 
Cronenberg film despite the level of violence being held 
down to bottom-thwacking and one neat cut delivered 
to Jung's face. Cronenberg has always been preoccupied 
with what he calls the "Cartesian split" between mind 
and body; he's a bit of a psychoanalyst himself. He brings 
his usual pensive rigor to the proceedings, with little 
flashes of perversity now and then. Most of the drama 
is the drama of ideas; we can almost hear angry swords 
clanging in a prideful comment from Freud and its polite- 
ly dissenting rejoinder from Jung. The irony, not lost on 
Jung, is that Jung must kill his "father" — a key Freudian 
concept. 

Once Keira Knightley' s Sabina calms down, all of 
this unfolds in quiet talk in immaculate period settings. 
Michael Fassbender 's Jung, never less than exquisitely 
courteous, represses his feelings for Sabina while Viggo 
Mortensen's Freud pulls on his cigar and sees everything 
coming (or would like to think he does). A little-noticed 
feature of much of Cronenberg' s work is that of a woman 
who yanks a man out of his comfort zone into strange 




new territories; sometimes it doesn't end well for the 
man, but such is drama, and there's always some sense of 
bold discovery, even if it's entirely interior. A Dangerous 
Method is about as interior as a movie can get; some of it 
feels stagebound (it originated as a play. The Talking Cure, 
by Christopher Hampton, who also wrote the script), 
but Cronenberg long ago graduated from drive-in gore- 
meister to actor's director, and his camera attends to the 
smallest subtleties in the performances. We don't need to 
know beforehand that Freud was a middle-class Jew who 
envied the gentile Jung's marrying into wealth; a tiny, 
disapproving "hmph" from Mortensen says it all. 

It may be that A Dangerous Method is less fun the 
more you know about the actual figures; to answer my 
opening question, at least one prominent therapist ac- 
cused Cronenberg and company of "missing the story." 
Well, that may be true if what you want is a textbook. For 
Cronenberg fans who didn't desert him after he stopped 
blowing up heads and started exploring them, it's yet 
another intensely calibrated portrait of repression and 
expression. Cronenberg remains the pre-eminent droll 
philosopher of English-speaking films, inviting us into 
his well-appointed office and probing us inside and out. 
Right at the start, in his first short film Transfer 45 years 
ago, Cronenberg told a seven-minute story about a psy- 
chiatrist and his fixated patient. A Dangerous Method takes 
him full circle.
